SOCIAL SCIEXNCE.

e Hesnlon of Last Evenlng—Addresses by
Judge Strong, Hon. Uhnrles K. Bucknlew,
and J. D, Rosengnrten, Esq.

Judge Btrong opened last evening's session of
the Suclal Science Assoclatlon.

He said conventions have until lately been
rare; i ¢, conventions on scientific subjects.
The subject of gocial ecience is Indeed a rather
nnknown science to many. A French philoso-
pher a few years ago referred to the fact that
gociology would cerwainly in a few years be
ranked among the general sciences. It is lm-
poesible to look at socinl science even superii-
clally without belog astonished at the immen-
sity of ilg range, nud the stadent must acquaint
himeell with everything in that range,

We are accustomed to speaic of Eastern and
Aslatle civilization as stationary; but we speak
Wwithout proper knowledge of the subject.
M uman society is ever undergoing changes for
Bbetter or for worse. Even discases are new
hmong us. There are habits of soclety which
former generations Lad not. Bomething has
ziven birth to them. There are laws constantly
making new habits and changing old ones.

There appears to be more changes in this

country than anywhere else. This is atiributa-
Mblc to the lnflux of 80 much immigration, to the
opening of new portions of tlie conntry, and to
Briany other eauses. The study of social selence
is the study of historical subjects. History as
recorded is little more than an account of gov-
gernmental action, wars, and changes among
ations, The student must know what obsta-
cles stand in the way of society’s upward pro-
[ gress.
8 1{ we take into consideration the necessary
knowledge to be attained by the student of
social sclence, we way get an ldea of the great
extent of Information o be gained. "The educa-
tion of youth 15 a subject in its infancy; the
gubject of pauperism is another; the economies
of gocinl life are still subject, so are the proper
relations of labor and capital, aod the laws
binding together all soclal organism. Thus it
is seen that the fleld is very broad, nor 18 it all
terra incogoita. It has been swudied, too, with
avidity. More than one huodred and fifiy
works on the subject of soeclal selence, vxclusive
of periedical articles, have been issued from the
press within the last year.

George W. Emerson, Esj., of Boston, then
addressed the meeting on " Homes for Working-
wen and Workingwomen,”

He referred first to the fearful condition of
some of the disiricts of Boston, the dwellings
of which were festering with crune by reason
of the dirt and unhealthiness of the nelghbor-
boods., He referred to the evil consequences of
this in the education of the children, and de-
talled clearly and succinctly all the terrible
evils which would ensue from this, with regard
to the morals and habits not only of the young,
but of thelr parents, and certalnly & means ot
avoiding these evils was the possession of plea-
sant dwellings for the working classes, hy which
muore light, room, air, ventilation, comfort, pri-
vacy, and separation trom the purlieus of Lhe
elty, separation from the tavers, could be als
tained,

He dwelt upon the subject at great length,
and then gave way Lo Mr. Bockalew, on the
su;{ect of “Proportional Representation,”

r. Buckalew commmenced by saying that his
remarks were intended to be supplemental to
what he had sald and written on this subject on
previous oceasions. After defining the frea vete
lo be applicable to elections whenever two or
more persons aré Lo be chosen together to the
same office for the same term of service, und
opslsting In allowlrg the voter to distribule
bis votes among candidates as he shall think e,
or to concestrate them upon one (assuming that
* the voter shall have the same number of votes
as the number of persons to be chosen, and that
the candidates highest in vote shall be declared
elected.) Mr, Buckalew said that it would be
sssnmed that it would be lnur licable to the
election of a single person. He then referred
to its objects, which was: First, the justrepre-
sentation of the people in government, and
second, the purification of popular elections.

He referred to the insuificiency and injustice
of the ** Jorltr‘ or old system, and sald there
were remedles for them cuuvenfoul of applica-
tion and effectual lor all pn{roael of reform.
With regard to the purifieation of elections,
there could be no doubt that the free vote
would cheapen elections, and as a consequence
purify them, [t would take away from parties
a greed for unjust represcutation and u fear of
unjust disfranchisement—by the jolat operation
of which dﬁl&ﬂ and expensive s los ave

roduced. en 4 parly shiall be made secare
p ite just represemiation by its own votes, it
pot buy o majority in the corruption

n the Galaxy magazine, was published in1

market, af & measnre for necessary defense.
When It eannot, by the ald of corropt voles,
rob the opposite party and take to itself moe
than ite Just share of representative power, It
will become frugal in its expenditures and
honorable in ite conduet.

J. D. Rosengarten, Be., then addressed the
asspciation on the eivil rervice reform.

The speaker sketched the elvll service In
Evgland and Germany, and he sald that in this
country there was a time when appointments
were made on the seore of fitness and removals
for eause. The effort now is to secure such
legislation in Congress as will take away from
party the whole business of appointment to sub-
ordinate offices,

The speaker referred to the Lenefits to arise
from n remodelling of the serviee. Pirst, there
would be a gaving of the revennes of some-
where from fifty to one handred millions
annuvally: then an  educational basis wonld
receive an endorsement at the hands of Govern-
ment; and lastly, the exelusion of politics from
office would purify our system from ILs worst
abnges,

It was to elevate the Governwmeunt, to secure
to ite eervice trained and edueated men, and
to make their places permanent,that they songht
to Introduce the systeni. The speaker entered
into full detall of all the benefits that would
acerue from its adoption. Mr. Rosengarten
closed by a quotation from and comments on
the writinge of De Touqueville with respect to
that writer's correct observation on onr systems
of government, and with speeiad regard to his
reference to the civil service, and to the evils
which existed In It in big time, aud to the con-
gequences which would ensue from its practice.
And in allusion to the adoption of a better sys-
tem, he sald after com{mr ng it with the evils of
an opposite character in bis own government, it
should be our desire to gef one that will have
the merits of both and the faults of neither.

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES.

THE TEACE NEGOTIATIONS—ENGLAND ANXIOUS

M, Thiers has accepted a misslon to negotiate an
armistice only, but still remains at Tours, awaiting
a safe condnet to Parls, to consult first with the
government there. The negotiations for the sur.
render of Metz continue, but make slow prograss.
Bazaine ignores the French provisional govern.-
ment in his communications.

The Berlin Gazette, reviewing the attempts at
conclliation, #ays the government is led to consider
thein by the desire to avoid further los2 of valuabla
lives In the contest,

The city of Schlestadt capitulated yesterday to
the besleging forces, atter 4 severe bombardmoent,
The surrender includea 2400 prisoners and 120
cannen, .

The executive committee of the association for
the relief of the misery in the battiafields appeal
to the public for ald, tn sending ashipload of bread-
stutte and ment to tim starving peophe of the deso-
lated distriets of the Ardennes und Alsace. Ac-
companying the uppe{l is & letter from H. T. San-
tord, ex-minister to Belgium, dated at Brussels on
Uetoper 9, which states that in the Ardennes alone,
the region along the Belgian frontier, 200,000 people
agre in a etarving condition. Many are without
shelter, save such ws i made of busghes, and have
gaved from their hurnlu% houses only the clothing
on their backs. They Lave only such food as
charity provides or ean still be obtained from the
scanty ungathered root crop, while winter is ap-
proaching, and thousands must perish unless help
comes speadily.

' wany occarions, the discontent of numbers
has been londly expressed, snd thelr commanding
afficers bave beon obliged ta go among the troops to
keep up thelr morale. Sorties are made midnightly
by rmall parties of Parisians, and the constant
firlig st night from the forts seriously embarasses
the Pruossispe. Up to the present time the Pros-
sinns bave not succeoded in ereoting batterles of
gle go guns near enough to commence an effective
Lombardment of the city.

T'he gentlemsn who gives the above information
8 & resident of Versailles, and has been there since
the enetwy ocoupled the town until a day or two
#go, when he managed to escape. He saye that,
even in the sicinity of Versailles, the Prussians are
constantly annoyed by franc-tirenrs, who keep up
an active guerilla warfare, tiring from ambuscades,
and datly killing numbers of the enemgy.

Toves, Oct, 25— The journals receivedifrom the
rrovinceg continue to cxpress the lnekof contidence
tuspired by the netion of England. All of them see
Fruesian influence in it, as it 18 well understood
that nuilitar y operations are going on satisfactorily.
*ome journals nrge the government to reject the
ones of incdiation, and continue the war to the
death,

As yet, the expected Prossian safe condact for
Thiers, has not arrived, so nothing more is to be
dope in that direction. As the Prossians menace an
altack on Bourges, all the foundries cannon and
material are to be removed from the city. Accord-
inr to orders issued by Gambetta, companied of
telegraph operators are appointed, with orders to
keep the government perfectly insiructed of all
movements. TlLe men are all to be armea,

Oginal, coneervateur of Gisora, gives terrible de-
tails of the trestmentof the women at St. Cler-
mont by the Prussiang, As the peopla now show
reffstance the Prussians treat them brutally.

The Rouen journalg relate that the Prussians at
Laon bavo ordered the authoritica of that town to
render fustice in the name of Napoleon, as Prussia
did not recogunize the Republie. The French aontho-
rities retused, and temporarily censed the exsrcise
of thelr functions,

Two =spies have been brought to Tours, one of
them esid to be n nephew of Blemarck. They were
officers in disguise. It is reported that Garibaldi
Liae defeated the Prussians, capturing two mitrail-
leuse and 150 borses. He has made an effective dis-
poral of & large tforce, protecting Lyons from the
advance of the Prussians. His command is daily
increasing in importance.

The Prussians withdrew all the troops they had
sent boyond Orleans, aud are apparently expecting
an attack there,

A prieet, writing from Paris on October 18, de-
egcribes his going out to aid the French wounded
He says he saw the operations of the American am-
bulance train, and cannot sufflciently praise the
activity, charity and spirit of concord of the Ame-
rican surgeons,

Large numbers of RHemington guns were distri-
buted here to-day. Upon trial the soldiers pro-
pounce them snperior to the Chassepots, especially
beeause they can be fired faster.

More compsanies of franc-tiveurs left to-day for
the front.

The Mobiles came here to-day to prooure breech-
loacders, and will go out to-morrow well armed.

MR. BURLINGAME,
e The Becret of His Success In] Chinn.

Mr. Burlingame's success at Pekin will
always remain the distingnishing feature of
bhis remmsrkable career. The emineuce he
achieved, the influence he exerted, and the
reputation he acquired in China are almost
withont parallel. Prior to Mr. Burlingame
our country had been represented at the
Chinese Court by Ministers of saperior cul-
ture and commanding talent. Away back in
John Tyler's day we had Caleb Cushing, then
in the ecarly prime of an illustrious career.
He went to China full of learning, a lin-
puist of rare attainments, with diplomatic
talent of the highest order, thoroughly
learred in international law, and with an
acute intellect singularly fitted to cope with
and control the mind of the Orient. A few
years later, in Mz, Fillmore's Presidency, we
sent Huwpbrey Marshall, of Kentucky, to
represent us at Pekin, Less eminent in enl-
ture than Mr. Cushing, he is scarcely the
inferior of any mon in natural ability. To
the talent of the Marshalls, conspicuous and
brilliant through four generations, he added
the blood and the brains of the Birneys. He
went upon his mission when young with mili-
tary laurels won in the Mexican war, and with
the further prestige of a distingnished career
in Congress. Following Marshall, we had
William B. Reed, of Pennsylvania, sent
thither by his devoted personal friend,
President Duchanan. Mr. Ileed has long
been a leading member of the Philadel-
rhin bar, learned not merely in the
aw, but with generous culture ontside
the limits of his profession, and regarded
by those who know him best as among the
readiest and most acute of American jurists,
Such were the men whom Mr. Burlingame
sncceeded in his diplomatic career. It is not
stating the case too strongly to say that at no
European court did we ever have superior
talent during the service of the three gentle-
men we have named, And yet the intluenoce
of these men, with all their conceded gifts
and accomplishments, did not compare with
the inflnence exerted by Mr, Barlingame.
Indeed, it was the testimony of Sir Frederick
Bruce, who was at Pekin as the representative
of England at the same time, that no forei
minister had ever gained such ascendanoy in
the councils of the Chinese as Mr, Burlin-
game. His selection, therefore, for the
most important mission which China ever
sent to Christian nations was not matter
of accident or lack, but grew naturally
from the exalted estimate placed upon his
ability and fitness by the leading minds of
the Pekin Government. As an example of
the influence of a single man, attained over
an alien race, whose civilization is widely
different, whose religions belief is totally
oppousite, whose lungnage he could not read
nor write nor speak, glr, Burlingame's career
in China will always be regarded as an ex-
traordinary event, not to be aecounted for

except by coneeding to him a peenliar power |

of influencing those with whom he eame in
contact; a power growing ounl of a mysterious
ift, partly intellectnai, plﬂl{. spiritual,
goly physical; a power whose laws are un-
known, whose origin cannot be traced, and
whose limits gannot be assigmed; a power
which we desi gnate as magnetismn,
